MISCELLANEOUS. 

•Small  Pox,  and  Vaccination. 

As  small  pox  is  prevailing  in  portions  of 
the  State,  we  are  induced  to  publiih  the  an- 
nexed  articles  on  vaccination: — 

Vaccination  affords  as  perfect  a protection 
from  small  pox  as  it  is  possible  to  'obtain — 
as  perfect  immunity,  from  danger  a9  if  the 
person  had  once  passed  through  the  small 
pox.— Edinburgh  Medical  and  Surgical  Journal, 
184.1 

To  the  Editor  of  the  Chroniale 

Sir:  I have  been  solicited  to  give  my  views 
as  regards  vaccination,  to  the  public.  The 
fact  has  been  proved  that,  up  to  the  year 
1800  out  of  upwards  of  six  thousand  per- 
sons, who  were  inoculated  with  the  small 
pox  after  previous  vaccination,  not  a single 
one  thus  took  the  disease.  “But,"  says  the 
favorers  of  inoculation,  “this  is  not  the  case 
now  A person  who  has  had  small  pox,  or 
been  inoculated,  are  ever  after  free  from, 
all  further  chance  of  infection,  or  if  he  be 
again  attacked  it  is  an  extremely  mild  form: 
whilst  we  frequently  meet  with  small  pox 
occurring  after  vaccination  and  it  then 
proves  quite  as  fatal  as  if  the  person  had 
not  adopted  this  precaution  " The  statistics 
of  the  London  Small  Pox  Hospital  proves 
such  opinions  to  be  very  erroneous  They 
show  that  of  those  who  had  the  small  pox, 
22:2  died  in  100,  while  those  who  had  been 
previously  vaccinated  died  in  the  small  pro- 
portion of  5:8  in  100.  The  authorities  on 
this  point  are  then  ranged  together,  and  their 
statements  compared,  from  which  it  appears 
that,  while  those  who  take  small  pox  for  the 
second  time  die  in  the  average  proportion  of 
15:7  percent;  those  wbe  take  it  after  vac- 
cination only  die  in  the  proportion  of  3:3  per 
cent  on  an  average.  The  instances  record- 
ed prove  that  a second  attack  of  small  pox 
is  far  from  being  very  uncommon,  and  that 
when  it  does  occur,  it  is  far  more  fatal  than 
small  pox  after  vaccination.  The  result  of 
re-vaccination  compared  with  vaccination 
ol  those  who  had  had  small  pox,  were  both 
in  Hanover  and  VVurtemburg,  exactly  in  the 
same  proportion. 

From  this  we  must  conclude  that  vaccina 
tion  gives  us  as  perfect  immunity  from  a sub- 
sequent attack  ol  small  pox,  as  il  a person 
had  once  passed  through  the  small  pox 
itself 

More  than  this  we  can  never  ask — more 
than  this  we  can  never  obtain.  If  the  pro- 
tective powers  of  vaccination  wear  out  of 
the  system  after  a certain  number  of  years, 
which  I most  unhesitatingly  deny,  so  do 
those  ol  an  attack  of  small  pox  itself.  And 
it  theorists  imagine  and  endeavor  to  prove 
that  a person  ought  to  be  re-vaccinated  every 
twelve  or  twenty  years,  I hold  it  just  as 
equally  necessary  that  the  person  who  has 
had  small  pox  he,  alter  the  same  space  of 
time,  again  subjected  to  that  disease  by 
means  of  inoculation,  that  he  may  not 
fall  a victim  to  the  disease  should  he  take  it 
for  the  second  time  naturally. 

The  latter  proposition  is  so  preposterous 
that  I cannot  imagine  any  one  so  obtuse  as 
not  to  see  its  absurdity.  And  if  it  be  so. 
certainly  not  less  so  is  the  proposal  to  re 
vaccinate. 

In  conclusion,  then,  it  may  be  remarked 
that  the  above  facts  establish  that  the  exist 
ing  prevalence  and  mortality  of  small  pox 
is  not  owing  to  any  failure  in  the  protective 
powers  of  the  vaccine  virus,  nor  to  its  wear 
ing  out  of  the  system  after  a certain  number 
ol  years,  but  to  the  neglect  of  vaccination 
altogether;  and  that  vaccination  affords  a 
greater  protection  trora  a fatal  termination, 
should  the  individual  be  subsequently  at- 
tacked  with  small  pox,  than  if  he  had  pass 
through  the  natural  or  inoculated  small 
pox  themselves.

age,  and  makes  ugliness  itself  agreeable 
Curran,  speaking  of  Madame  de  Stael,  who 
was  by  no  means  handsome,  but  a splendid 
conversationalist,  said  that  she  had  the 
power  of  talking  herself  into  beauty  ! La 
dies  should  think  of  this.  Beauty  lies  in 
other  things  than  fine,  symmetrical  features, 
and  a fair  and  brilliant  complexion. 

Woman. — Judge  Story  thus  portrays  wo- 
man ; “To  the  honor,  to  the  eternal  honor 
of  the  sex,  be  it  said,  that,  in  the  path  of 
duty,  no  sacrifice  is  with  them  too  high  or 
too  dear  Nothing  is  with  them  impossible, 
that  love,  honor,  innocence  and  religion  re- 
quire.

Then  she  displays, 
that  undaunted  spirit  which  neither  courts 
difficulties  or  evades  them,  the  resignation 
that  utters  neither  murmur  nor  regret,  and 
that  patience  in  suffering  which  seems  victo- 
rious even  over  death  itself.” 

The  Chattanooga  Gazette  states,  that,  be-

Window  Gardening. 

"I  loro  ye,  flowers — sweet  flowers,  whose  tale 
Is  not  of  earth’s  degrading  toil ; 

I love  to  think  that  Heaven  itself 
Has  told  you  vrhon  to  bloom  and  die.’’ 

The  rudiments  to  furnish  this  department 
are  now  so  far  advanced  that  the  desired 
choice  of  plants  should  b»  selected  with 
much  care,  not  only  in  variety,  hut  the  state  ’ 
of  forwardness  should  be  a consideration 
that  should  not  be  overlooked.  Tt  is  not  the 
earliest  flowering  plants  that  are  best  to  be 
preferred,  although  attractive  at  this  time, 
for  such  arc  generally  forced  ones  for  the 
market,  which,  in  many  instances  make, 
them  more  delicate  to  manage  for  general 
purposes;  still,  with  proper  care,  they  may 
be  preserved  for  a long  time. 

Roses  may  be  considered  the  most  promi 
nent  and  best  suited  for  the  window  decora- 
tion. The  varieties  are  certainly  numerous 
and  various  in  color  and  shades;  but  it  is 
not  all  that  will  answer  the  purpose  design- 
ed for  it.  In  the  selection,  to  be  procured 
in  the  market,  we  would  suggest  the  avoid- 
ance of  those  of  tall  growth  at  this  season, 
lor,  doubtless,  they  are  generally  forced: 
therefore  choose  dwarf,  compact  jilants,  for 
such  will  be  found  far  preferable;  also,  avoid 
those  that  exhibit  many  expanded  flowers, 
for  they  are  short  lived,  and  will  soon  fall 
off.  A plant  with  numerous  buds,  with  one 
or  two  expanded  flowers,  so  that  tiie  variety 
can  be  identified,  will  give  more  eatisfac 
tion  and  the  flowers  more  lasting  to  the  pur- 
chaser; notwithstanding,  plants  offered  for 
sale  with  most  flowers  on  them  is  captiva 
ting  to  the  eye. 

The 'best  class  for  this  department,  viz., 
the  Bourbons,  will  he  found  more  constant, 
and  better  lormed  flowers, — though  many 
others  may  he  selected  of  different  colors, 
and  iu  the  mind  of  many,  ho  equally  as  ef 
fective.  The  Hermosa  is  certainly  a choice 
variety,  and  probably  one  of  the  best  among 
them;  the  flowers  light  rose  color,  round , 
double  and  cupped,  well  formed  ami  bloom 
ing  freely  nil  summer.  It  is  of  medium 
bight  and  of  compact  habit  in  growth. 

The  next  desirable  is  Mr*.  Bosanquel,  which, 
although  classed  with  the  China  Roses,  is 
really  of  the  Bourbon  class.  The  flower-,  a 
waxy,  delicate,  flesh  color,  and  a plant  that 
deserves  to  be  in  all  collections.  The  flow 
ers  are  well  formed  ; is  a great  bloomer,  and 
seldom  without  flowers  throughout  the  sum- 
mer, which  is  a great  recommendation.  It 
is  not  all  of  this  class  that  possesses  a fra- 
grance: but  other  properties  which  they  pos- 
sess are  ample  to  establish  them  as  indis 
pensable. 

Of  the  while  flowering  Roses  there  are 
several  attractive  when  in  flower,  but,  gen 
erally  speaking,  they  will  be  (ound  ratber 
shy  in  blooming;  but  Amei  Vibert,  a Noi- 
sette, may  be  selected  as  being  the  most 
reliable  of  the  whites,  being  pure  and  most 
constant  of  its  class.  The  habit  is  dwarf 1 : 
flowers  double  and  cupped  ; well  formed  and 
ornamental. 

Among  the  reds  is  Louis  Philippe,  a tea- 
scented  variety, — a showy  plaut  with  large 
red  flowers  and  pink  centre;  is  a good 
bloomer,  and  one  that  is  greatly  udmired 
throughout  the  season  for  its  constancy. 

There  is  an  old  variety  called  Sanguina, 
a China  Rose, — a good  bloomer;  flowers 
bright  crimson  scarlet;  a little  loose  in  the 
petals,  (semi-double),  but  showy  and  cap- 
tivating Of  late  this  Rose  lias  been  much 
neglected  by  piolessioual  gard tiers,  lor  new 
varieties  ot  less  merit. 

Rotnonant  Roses  are  entirely  too  rampant 
for  what  is  required  for  the  window — 
though  some  are  exhibited  bent  over  (hoop 
fashion)  to  make  them  appear  compact. 
Such  tricks  are  seldom  resorted  to  by  pro- 
fessional gardners,  whose  aim  is  compact- 
ness in  growth  without  any  artifice ; depend- 
ing more  on  their  skill  than  otherwise. 
Many  other  Roses  could  be  named,  but 
whether  so  attractive  is  doubtful.  Those 
nHmed  will  suffice,  as  other  plants  must  be 
selected  to  make  a good  display  lor  the  ear($ 
season — the  choice,  in  some  measure,  must 
be  left  to  the  caprice  of  lancy. 

Pelargoniums  and  Geraniums,  after  being 
top  dressed,  should  be  watered  more  freely 
and  encouraged  in  growth,  by  giving  them 
the  benefit  ol  the  morning  sun.  These,  like 
other  plants,  will  require  a little  fresh  air  in 
mild  weather;  but  cutting  winds  must  be 
avoided. 

Bulbs  in  pots  or  glasses,  as  their  flowers 
fade,  should  be  removed,  to  make  room  for 
other  plants,  so  that  a succession  of  flowers 
may  be  kept  up  during  the  season. 

The  Cactus  family,  if  watered  sparingly 
will  soon  begin  to  torm  their  flower  buds, 
and,  as  the  warm  weather  increases,  so  should 
the  water  be  more  liberally  given. 

Camellias  should  be  watered  freely,  ami 
as  the  flowers  decline,  may  be  removed  to 
the  back-ground  and  the  Azaleas  take  their 
place.  Such  of  the  Primula  family  that 
show  flower,  should  be  tastefully  mixed  with 
other  plants,  and  remain  there  so  long  as 
they  continue  to  bloom,  and  removed  when 
their  interest  ceases  to  please 

Myrtles  and  other  evergreen  shrubs  con- 
tribute much  to  enliven  the  scene,  especially 
Lemon  and  Orange  trees.  Probably  the 
best  of  the  Citrus  family  for  this  department 
is  the  Orchute  Orange,  the  wood  being  short 
jointed;  the  shrub  is  dwarfish,  the  flowers 
most  fragrant  ot  the  species,  and  the  fruit, 
though  pniall,  is  delectable  and  numerous, 
ami  always  ornamental  Ivy  is  attractive 
mixed  with  other  plants,  and  the  best  for  the 
purpose  is  the  hardy  kind. 

The  Mignonette,  Nemopbila,  Portulacca, 
and  other  annuals,  are  useful  appeudages 
to  this  department — all  beiug  interesting  ami 
deserve  a prominent  place.  Stock-Gilly  flow- 
er (ten-week  Stock)  sown  last  fall,  are  inter 
esting  and  showy  plants,  remaining  in  flower 
a long  time, — should  now  be  brought  for 
ward  to  blootn. 

A selection  ot  Verbenas  should  be  made 
as  soon  as  the  flowers  develope  and  show 
their  colors,  as  they  bloom  all  summer,  ami 
when  trailed  to  a Iramo  made  for  the  pur- 
pose, the  flowers  are  highly  interesting  and 
showy. 

The  finer  varieties  of  the  Petunias  are  not 
less  interesting  through  the  spring  and  sum 
mer  months.  These  plants  are  of  more  run- 
ning nature  than  the  Verbena,  therefore 
must  he  furnished  with  a frame  made  about 
eighteen  inches  high,  to  secure  the  branches 
to,  then  they  will  flower  to  perfection. 

Keep  all  plants  free  of  insects  and  dead 
leaves,  so  that  the  pots  and  plants  will  ap 
pear  clean  and  neat;  for  nothing  detracts  so 
much  from  the  appearance  of  plants  as  ne- 
glect of  that  essential.  Habraxthcs

Ths  event  oT  the  past  week,  in  this  city, 
was  the  sword  presentation  to  Col.  Frank 
Wot.forp,  of  the  First  Kentucky  Cavalry, 
which  took  place  at  the  Melodeon,  on  Thurs- 
day last.  The  presentation  address  was  made 
by  Rev.  W.  C.  Dandy,  of  this  city,  and  was 
elegantly  appropriate,  tasteful,  and  patriotic. 
The  reply  of  Col  Wolford  was,  of  two  hours' 
length,  and  was  a rough  compound  of  patri- 
otic devotion  to  the  cause,  and  of  coarse  de- 
nunciation of  the  policy  of  the  Government 

Two  things  were  very  remarkable  about 
this  speech  The  first  was,  that  any  one 
should  have  snppoeed  that  an  elaborate  dis- 
quisition upon  party  politics  was  appropriate 
to  such  an  occasion ; and  the  second  one, 
that  the  Colonel  should  have  supposed  that 
any  one  in  his  audience  desired  his  opinion 
upon  public  affairs. 

At  night  rebels  and  copperheads  gave  the 
Colonel  a supper,  at  the  Phoenix  Hotel  I 
And  the  next  morning,  he  was  gallanting 
on  our  streets  the  fierce  rebel  wife  of  a “Con- 
federate" officer!  The  next  day,  an  order 
from  Department  Headquarters  passed  here 
for  his  arre9t,  for  a violation  of  the  articles 
of  War,  in  the  use  of  disrespectful  language 
towards  his  military  superiors  . 

Thus  far  has  progressed  an  affair,  that 
has  mortified  the  loyal  men  who  got  up  this 
testimonial,  and  rejoiced  the  rebel  sympa- 
thizers, who  are  seeking  every  occasion  to 
bring  the  State  into  collision  with  the  Gen- 
eral Government. 

The  events  of  the  past  few  days  indicate 
that  some  of  our  leading  politicians  are  en- 
tering upon  a line  of  policy  of  unspeakable 
folly,  if  not  of  crime,  against  the  best  inter 
est  of  the  State. 

By  ordinances  of  Secession,  tun  "Confed- 
erate States"  have  obtained  laws  of  confis- 
cation, and  proclamations  of  emancipation. 
Maryland  and  Missouri,  harrassed  by  the 
ravages  of  war,  have  determined  to  expel 
slavery  from  their  limits  In  Kentucky, 
alone  of  all  the  United  States,  is  slave  prop- 
erty exempt  from  NAtional  or  State  emanci- 
pation : and  because  the  General  Govern- 
ment is  about  to  call  for  less  than  five  out  of 
over  two  hundred  thousand  of  them  for 
service  in  the  army,  resistance— which  is  re- 
bellion— is  advocated  in  public  addresses,  and 
applauded  by  leading  men. 

When  resistance  begins,  the  State  is  tr,  tnsur- 
ectien,  and  staves  noio  worth  thirty  millions  of 
dollars — comprising,  in  many  instances,  the 
whole  support  of  wldowsand  orphans — are 
set  free  I 

It  is  foliv  to  suppose,  that  the  measures 
now  meditated  can  have  any  other  end,  than 
the  wiping  out  of  slavti  t , and  the  desolation 
of  the  State 

It  is  no  answer  io  these  suggestions,  to 
say  that  slavery  is  now  worthless  The 
very  sensitiveness  about  the  taking  of  this 
property  for  Government  purposes,  or  any 
allusion  to  emancipation,  stirs  the  wrath  of 
these  men  It  is  still  property,  secured  by 
law,  and  has  a vendible  value  of  many  mil- 
lions These  gentlemen  have  already  injur 
ed  the  slaveholders  twenty  millions  of  dol- 
lars, in  the  value  of  this  species  of  property, 
by  rejecting  the  President's  scheme  of  com- 
pensated emancipation,  and  it  is  time  they 
bad  quit  tinkering  with  the  subject.  As  a 
loyal  slaveholder, — owning  several  liable  to 
draft,  — 1 am  prepared  to  submit  to  the  laws, 
without  complaint : and  such  would  be  the 
course  of  these  gentlemen,  if  they  did  not 
leeire  to  aid  the  rebellion 

The  action  on  the  part  of  the  State  Cen- 
tral Committee,  in  calling  a State  Conven- 
tion— not  of  the  whole  Union  party,  but 
those  of  copperhead  tendencies, — is  a beauti- 
ful commentary  upon  their  boasted  ascen- 
dency in  the  State  They  prefer  dividing 
the  party,  to  risking  their  numerical  strength 
in  a meeting  of  the  whole  party.

The  Paris  Hotel,  belonging  to  the  estate 
01  the  late  Charles  Talbult,  was  sold  at 
auction,  on  Monday  last,  at  $15,100,  for  one- 
third  cash  and  the  balance  in  two  annual 
payments.  The  stable  brought  $905,  ou  the 
same  terms.  Both  were  knocked  of}' to  Mr, 
R.  S.  Henderson,  of  our  city. 

Last  Monday  was  court  day.  There  was 
a large  attendance  and  business  was  active. 
There  was  not  much  stock  in  market,  prices 
were  very  lair.  Horses  brought  ns  high  a9 
$160,  according  to  quality.  Two-year  old 
mules  averaged  about  $140,  and  yearlings 
about  $70;  but  lew  or,  sale  The  cattle  were 
few  and  rather  indifferent,  but  brought  good 
figures. 

The  Provost  Guard  knocked  the  head  out 
of  five  barrels  of  whiskey,  belonging  to  Mr. 
John  Kenally,  of  our  place,  on  Friday  morn- 
ing last,  who  was  charged  with  selling  liquor 
to  soldiers.  The  whiskey,  we  understand, 
was  worth  about  $125  per  barrel

begun,  and  prosecuted  thus  far,  he  may  be 
assured  that  when  he  returns  to  give  an  ac- 
count of  his  stewardship,  that  his  loyal  con- 
stituents every  where  throughout  his  dis- 
trict will  say:  “Well  done,  thou  good  and 
faithful  servant.” 

Resolved,  That  we  are  opposed  to  any  man, 
or  set  of  men,  that  does,  or  may,  affiliate 
with  the  Vallandigham-Fernando  Wood 
party,  or  “Peace  Democracy;  and  that  we 
scorn  such  affiliation. 

Resolved,  That  we  are  for  giving  all  and 
every  aid  and  assistance  to  the  constituted 
authorities  of  the  Goverment  to  suppress  and 
annihilate  the  present  causeless  and  wicked 
rebellion.

••Look  Stern  Fact*  in  the  Face  t” 

From  a letter  in  the  Cincinnati  Commer 
cial,  w e take  the  subjoined  report  of  a speech 
recently  made  at  Gallatin,  Tennessee,  by 
Mr.  John  Bowen,  of  Smith  county.  It 
shows  liow  the  loyal  sentiment  of  the  peo- 
ple of  that  State  is  developing.  Prejudice  is 
giving  way  to  common  sense;  and  the  can- 
did intellects  are  calmly  looking  “stern  facts 
in  the  face;" — 

Mr.  Bowen,  began  by  referring  to  the  unhap- 
py condition  in  which  they  had  been  living  for 
the  last  three  years,  and  asked  if  there  had 
not  been  blood  shed,  alienation  and  misery 
enough  to  induce  them  to  look  the  stern 
facts  in  the  face,  and  consider  what  was  best 
for  them  to  do  under  the  circumstances — to 
consider,  not  what  they  desired,  not  what 
they  would  have,  but  what  they  could  get, 
what  they  could  have.  Surely,  almost  any 
other  state  of  affairs  would  be  better  than 
the  present;  almost  any  kind  of  government 
would  he  better  than  none — and  none  they 
certainly  bad  had  for  two  years  or  more 
They  could  have  the  Constitution  as  it  was 
and  is — securing  to  them  a republican  form 
of  government— under  which,  as  a State, 
they  had  prospered  for  over  sixty  years;  but 
since  they  had  thrown  off  their  allegiance 
to  it  they  had  had  nothing  but  adversity  and 
sorrow — they  had  gained  nothing  by  their 
tolly  but  the  bitter  ashes  of  disappointment 
What  better  remained  for  them  to  do  than, 
like  the  prodigal  son,  having  wasted  their 
all  in  the  rebel  riot,  to  return  to  their  fath- 
er’s house  ? 

They  could  have  the  Union,  not,  perhaps, 
exactly  as  it  was,  but  with  all  that  was  es 
sential  to  it.  It  would  be  too  much  to  ex 
pect  that  they  could  throw  off  their  allegiano 
to  the  Constitution  and  attempt  to  dis- 
solve the  Union  of  States  formed  by  it.  and 
lose  nothing  by  the  operation.  It  would  be 
strange  if  that  which  should  be  convicted 
as  being  the  cause  of  the  rebellion  should 
be  permitted  to  survive  it.  He  asserted  that 
the  rebellion  was  commenced  and  had  been 
waged  in  the  interests  of  slavery  and  bv 
slaveholders.  It  was  a slaveholders’  rebel- 
lion ; if  any  doubted  it,  he  referred  them,  in 
proof  of  his  assertion,  to  every  ordinance, 
resolution,  proclamation,  insurgent  manifesto 
and  newspaper  article,  he  or  they  had  ever 
read,  or  speech  they  had  ever  heard,  advo 
eating,  or  assigning  a cause  for  the  rebellion 
Every  officer  of  their  Stale  Government, 
from  the  Governor  down,  who  had  advised 
separation,  was  a slaveholder.  Four-fifths 
of  the  slaveholders  in  every  Stale,  were  reb- 
els. Ninetenths  of  the  non-slaveholders 
were  loval  at  first,  and  would  be  so  to  day, 
upon  proper  information 

For  fourteen  months  the  Executive  of  the 
United  States  had  refused  to  accept.the  chal- 
lenge • tiie  rebeljleaders,  and  fight  them 
upon  the  issue  they  proposed.  Charged  by 
the  Constitution  and  bound  by  the  oath  be 
hnd  taken,  be  faithfully  and  honestly  tried 
to  enforce  the  laws  of  the  Government  in 
accordance  with  the  compromises  of  the 
same;  but  the  rebel  leaders  would  not  allow 
him  to  do  so.  And  now  a few  fearful  facts 
stared  them  in  the  face 

The  negro,  as  a slave,  was  demoralized 
every  where  outside  the  lines  of  the  rebel 
army.  His  former  master  had  no  control  of 
him  as  a slave,  and  he  was  free  in  every  in- 
surrectionary State — not  by  law,  or  on  ac- 
count of  any  Constitutional  provisions,  but 
in  spite  of  these,  and  in  obedience  to  the 
great  law  of  cause  and  effect.  He  was  say- 
ing nothing  about  what  ought  to  be,  or  what 
ought  not  to  be  There  stood  the  fact. 

Public  opinion  in  the  loyal  States — the 
concentrated  public  opinion  of  twenth  mil- 
lions of  free  people — bad  come  at  last  to  sus- 
tain the  Government  in  accepting  the  gage 
of  battle  which  the  rebel  leaders  offered 
from  the  first.  That  public  opinion,  in  its 
magnificent  strength,  had  determined  that 
slavery  should  no  more  revive  in  a land  it 
had  drenched  in  blood  and  blackened  with 
crimes,  and  all  the  civilized  nations  ot  the 
earth,  by  their  sympathies,  sustained  this 
mighty  resolve.  It  mattered  not  what  lie 
or  they  might  think  about  the  wisdom  or 
policy  of  that  determination — there  stood 
another  fact. 

There  were  then,  perhaps,  more  than  sev- 
enty thousand  able-bodied  negroes,  with 


marines  under  the  command  of  Major  John  G. 
Reynolds,  and  in  search  for,  and  reti-ue  of,  tho 
United  States  line-of-battle  ship  “Vermont,” 
disabled  in  a gale  upon  the  twenty-sixth  of  Feb- 
ruary last,  with  her  crew  and  freight. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  if  further  resolved,  That  the 
Secretary  of  tho  Navy  bo  directed  to  communicate 
the  foregoing  resolution  to  Commodore  Ringgold, 
and  through  him  to  tho  officers  and  men  under  his 
command.

and  in  the  chains  of  slavery,  uot  only  by 
law  but  by  the  stronger  force  of  public  opin- 
ion, he  had  done  what  little  he  could  to 
keep  hitn  there.  Now  that  he  was  free  by 
an  act  of  God,  and  had  in  his  own  Lands 
the  means  of  maintaining  bis  freedom,  he 
needed  none  of  his  assistance. 

In  his  opinion  the  question  of  most  im- 
portance was  not  the  abolitiou  of  slavery, 
and  consequent  freedom  of  negro,  but  the 
very  existence  of  his  own  race  in  the  South. 

He  knew  the  negro  was  a docile  being,  and 
made  no  question  with  those  who  assigned 
him  a lower  ethnological  type  than  the 
white  race,  but  he  was  imitative,  perhaps 
in  more  senses  than  one.  It  was  true  that 
he  had  shown  extraordinary  forbearance, 
amid  the  disruptions  of  society  during  the 
last  three  years,  but  who  would  say  that  the 
strong  passions  which  he  had  might  not  be 
roused,  or  when  irritation  and  oppression 
might  pass  the  point  where  forbearance 
would  cease  ? 

The  point  was  about  reached,  when  the 
system  of  slavery,  tolerated  at  fir9t  and  then 
protected — having  made  war  upon  the  Gov- 
ernment that  had  tolerated  and  protected  it, 
in  a desperate  effort  to  overcome  and  destroy 
that  Government  had  itself  been  overcome 
and  destroyed.  Who  could  say  it  did  not 
deserve  its  fate?  In  wickedly  invoking  a 
struggle  tor  wbicbjtherejwas  nocause,  bad  it 
not  committed  a crime  for  which  it  ought 
to  die?  Taken  in  tbe  act  of  attempting  the 
destruction  of  great  and  good  Government, 
it  should  in  time  soften  the  grief  of  those 
who  were  disposed  to  lament  its  demise,  to 
know  it  died  a felon’s  death.  For  his  own 
part  be  frankly  confessed  he  had  no  tears  to 
shed  around  its  bier,  nor  even  sympathy 
for  those  who  had,  since  it  stood  convicted 
of  causelessly  attempting  the  destruction  of 
the  country  and,  in  the  wicked  effort,  caus- 
ing tbe  death  of  countless  thousands;  waist- 
ing  millions  of  treasure,  and  filling  the 
land  with  mourning  and  sorrow,  in  his  heart 
be  said  let  the  accursed  thing  go  to-  the 
grave  “unwept,  unhonored  and  unsung." 

The  rebellion  then  in  arms  and  at  war 
with  the  United  States — the  success  of 
which  would  be  the  destruction  of  that  Gov- 
ernment— being  the  work  of  slavery,  no  one 
could  longer  favor  slavery  without  to  some 
greater  or  less  extent,  (designing  it  or  not) 
giving  aid  and  comfort  to  the  rebellion  — 

He  did  not  say  that  every  one  in  favor  of 
the  restoration  of  slavery,  and  who  was  an 
advocate  thereof,  was  an  enemy  to  the  Unit 
ed  States,  but  be  did  say,  that,  every  such 
person  gave  encouragement  to  the  rebel- 
lion, whether  be  so  intended  it  or  not( 
and  rebels  in  arms  so  regarded  it  Such 
an  one  could  only  attain  the  object  of  his 
hopes  with  the  success  of  the  rebellion 

He  thought  that  it  might  be  that  they 
could  do  much  better  in  Tennessee  without 
slavery  than  with  it  Its  benefits,  if  it  ever 
had  any,  had  been  confined  to  a few  It 
had  only  served  to  build  up  an  aristocratic 
minority.  He  bad  spent  his  life  in  the 
State,  and  he  regarded  tbe  vast  majority  as 
having  lived  almost  as  completely  subjugat- 
ed and  enslaved  as  tbe  negro  Disfranchis- 
ed by  the  law  of  society  from  the  higher 
offices  ; left  without  the  means  of  proper 
education,  and  forbidden  the  right  of  tree 
speech,  except  upon  such  subjects  as  the 
dominant  class  might  prescribe,  nonslave- 
holders had  been  deceived  and  used  by  that 
aristocratic  lew.  The  destruction  and  re 
moral  of  slavery  emancipated  that  vast  ma 
jority,  an  1 opened  to  their  labor,  industry 
and  enterprise,  a territory  rich  in  all  the 
elements  of  prosperity  and  greatness  By 
location,  soil  and  climate  Tennessee  was 
adapted  to  free  labor 

Ha  concluded  by  calling  upon  them,  ini 
the  most  earnest  manner,  to  lay  aside  ail 
passion,  and1  all  party  and  sectional  preju- 
dice, and  to  calmly  look  the  facts  that  sur- 
rounded them  in  the  face,  and  to  act  as  wise 
and  reasonable  men  Long  enough  had 
they  been  buffeted  by  the  winds  and  waves 
of  contention  and  strife,  in  tbe  piratical  ship 
of  treason  and  rebellion.  It  was  about  to 
be  swept  by  the  whirlwind  of  destruction  from 
tbe  sea  which  it  had  infested  The  Union, 
as  they  could  have  it.  and  their  fathers  de- 
signed it  to  be,  opened  its  serene  harbor,  sun 
lighted  with  prosperity  and  glory,  and  in- 
vited them  to  enter  an  j be  safe  To  throw 
not  away  the  golden  opportunity,  but  forget- 
ting all  of  the  prejudice,  passion  and  mis

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  lirpre  - 
sentatives  of  the  United  Statee  of  America  itl  Con- 
gress assembled.  That  from  and  alter  tho  passage 
of  this  aet,  in  lieu  of  the  duty  provided  for  in 
Section  forty-ono  of  an  aet  entitled  “An  act  to 
support  the  Government  and  to  pay  interest  on 
the  public  deb:,”  approved  July  first,  eighteen 
hundred  and  sixty-two,  and  in  addition  to  duties 
payable  for  licenses,  there  shall  bo  levied,  col- 
lected, and  paid  on  all  spirits  that  may  be  dis- 
tilled and  sold,  or  distilled  and  removed  for  con- 
sumption or  salo  previous  to  the  first  day  of  July 
next,  of  first  proof,  tho  duty  of  sixty  cents  on 
each  and  overy  gallon  ; and  said  duty  shell  be  a 
lien  and  charge  on  such  spirits,  and  also  on  the 
interest  of  all  persons  in  default  in  the  distillery 
used  for  distilling  the  same,  with  all  tbe  stills, 
vessels,  fixtures,  and  tools  therein,  and  in  the 
lot  or  tract  of  laud  whereon  tbe  said  distillery  is 
sitcated,  until  the  said  ditty  shall  be  paid;  Pro- 
vided, That  the  said  duty  on  spirituous  liquors, 
and  all  other  spirituous  beverages  enumerated  in 
this  aet,  shall  be  collected  at  u > lower  rato  than 
the  basis  ef  first  proof,  and  sball  be  increased  in 
proportion  for  any  greater  strength  than  the 
strength  of  first  proof. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  spir- 
its or  other  articles  on  which  duties  are  imposed 
by  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  of  tho  act  refer- 
red to  in  the  first  section  of  this  aet,  and  amend- 
ments thereto,  which  shall  bo  found  in  the  posses- 
sion or  oustody  or  within  the  control  of  any  per- 
son or  persons,  for  the  purposo  of  being  sold  by 
such  person  or  persons,  in  fraud  of  the  internal 
revenue  laws,  as  heretofore  referred  to,  or  with 
design  to  avoid  payment  of  said  duties,  may  be 
seized  by  any  collector  or  deputy  collector  who 
shall  have  reason  to  helievo  that  tho  same  are 
possessed,  had,  or  held  for  the  purpose  or  design 
aforesaid,  that  the  same  shall  bo  forfeited  to  the 
United  States;  and  also  all  articles  of  raw 
materials  found  in  the  possession  of  any  per- 
son or  persons  intending  to  manufacture  the 
same  for  the  purpose  of  being  sold  by  them,  in 
fraud  of  said  laws,  or  with  design  to  evade  the 
paymontof  said  duties,  and  also  all  tools,  imple- 
ments, instruments,  and  porsonal  property  whaj- 
soever  used  in  the  place  or  building,  or  within  any 
yard  or  euclosuro  where  such  artiolcs  on  which 
duties  aro  imposed,  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  found, 
may  also  be  seized  by  any  collector  or  deputy  col- 
lector, as  aforesaid,  und  the  same  shall  bo  for- 
feited as  aforesaid;  and  tbe  proceedings  to  en- 
force said  forfeiture  shall  be  in  the  nature  of  a 
proceeding  io  retn  iu  the  circuit  or  district  court 
of  tho  United  States  for  tho  district  where  such 
seizure  is  made,  or  in  any  other  court  of  compe- 
tent jurisdiction  ; and  any  person  who  shall  have 
in  his  custody  or  possession  any  such  spirits  or 
other  articles,  subject  to  duty  as  ufuresaid,  for  the 
purpose  of  selling  the  same  with  the  design  of 
avoiding  payment  of  tho  duties  imposed  thereon, 
shall  be  liable  to  a penalty  of  five  hundred  dol 
lars,  or  not  less  than  double  the  amount  of  duties 
fraudulently  attempted  to  he  evaded,  to  be  recov- 
ered and  applied  as  otherother  penalties  provided 
by  the  act  nercteforc  mentioned.  And  the  spirits 
and  other,  articles  which  shall  be  so  seized  by 
any  collector  or  deputy  collector  shall,  duriDg 
the  pendency  of  such  proceedings,  be  delivered  to 
the  marshal  of  said  district,  and  remain  in  his 
care  und  custody,  and  under  his  control,  until  fi 
nal  judgment  in  such  proceedings  shall  be  render- 
ed : Provided,  hoteevtr,  That  when  the  property 
so  seized  may  be  liablo  to  perish  or  become  great- 
ly reduced  iu  value  by  keeping,  or  when  it  can- 
not be  kept  without  great  expense,  the  owner 
thereof  or  the  marshal  of  the  district  may  apply 
to  the  assessor  of  the  district  toexamidosaid  prop- 
erty ; and  if,  in  the  opinion  of  said  assessor,  it 
shall  be  necessary  that  the  said  property  should 
be  sold  to  prevent  such  waste  or  expense,  he 
shall  appraise  the  same  ; and  tbe  owner  thereup- 
on shah  have  said  property  returuod  to  him  up- 
on giving  bond  in  such  form  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  tbe  Commissioner  ot  Internal  Revenue,  and 
iu  an  amount  equal  to  the  appraised  value,  with 
such  sureties  as  the  sajd  appraiser  shall  deem 
good  anti  sufficient,  to  abide  the  final  order,  de- 
cree, or  judgment  of  the  court  havingeognizancc 
of  the  case,  and  to  pay  the  amonnt  of  taid  ap- 
praised value  to  the  marshal,  or  otherwise,  as  he 
may  be  ordered  and  dirocted  by  the  court,  which 
bond  shall  be  filed  by  said  appraiser  with  the 
Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue.  But  if  said 
owner  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  give  said  bond 
the  appraiser  shall  issue  to  the  marshal  aforesaid 
un  order  td  sell  the  same ; and  the  said  marshal 
shall  thereupon  advertisoand  sell  the  said  property 
at  p-iblie  auction  iu  tbe  same  utsoner  as  goods 
may  be  sold  on  fiual  execution  in  said  district; 
and  the  procoeds  of  tho  sale,  after  deducting  the 
reasonable  costs  of  the  seizure  and  sale,  shall  be 
paid  to  the  court  aforesaid,  to  abide  its  final  or- 
der, deeroe,  or  judgment. 

Sec.  11.  And  best  further  enacted,  That  ail  dis- 
tilled spirits  upon  which  anjexoise  duty  is  imposed 
bf  law  may  be  exported  without  payment  of  said 
duty,  and,  when  tho  same  is  intended  for  expor- 
tation, may,  without  being  charged  with  duty, 
be  removed  under  such  rules  Bnd  regulations  and 
upon  tbe  execution  of  such  transportation  bonds 
or  other  security  as  the  Socretary  of  tho  Treasu- 
ry may  prescribe  ; said  bonds  or  other  security  to 
be  taken  by  the  collector  of  internal  revenue  of 
the  district  from  which  such  removal  is  made  : 
Provided,  That  the  said  spirits  shall  be  trans- 
ported directly  from  the  distillery  or  a bonded 
warehouse  to  a bonded  warehouse  established  in 
conformity  with  the  law  and  Treasury  regula 
tioos,  at  a port  of  entry  of  the  United  States,  and 
used  for  the  storage  of  distilled  spirits,  and  be 
placed  in  charge  of  a propor  officer  of  the  cus- 
toms, who,  together  with  the  owner  and  proprie- 
tor of  the  warehouse,  shall  have  the  joint  custo- 
dy of  all  tbe  distilled  spirits  stored  in  said  ware- 
house. And  all  the  labor  on  tbe  goods  so  stored 
shall  be  performed  by  the  owner  or  proprietor  of 
the  warehouse,  under  the  supervision  of  the  offi- 
cer of  tho  customs  in  chargo  of  the  same,  and  at 
the  expense  of  the  said  owner  or  proprietor;  and 
the  said  spirits  shall  also  be  subject  to  tho  same 
rules  and  regulations,  and  bo  chargeable  with  the 
same  costs  and  expenses,  in  all  respects,  to  which 
other  goods  that  arc  deposited  in  public  store  for 
exportation  from  the  United  States  may  bo  sub- 
ject. And  no  drawback  shall  in  any  case  be  al- 
lowad  on  any  distilled  spirits  upon  which  an  ex- 
cise duty  shall  have  been  paid  either  beforo  or 
after  it  shall  have  been  placed  in  a bonded  ware- 
house as  aforesaid  but  uo  provisions  of  this  act  shall 
be  construed  to  repeal  existing  laws  which  provide 
that  distilled  spirits  may  be  removed  from  the 
placo  of  manulucture  or  bonded  warehouse  for  the 
purpose  of  being  redistilled  for  exportation,  or 
which  provides  tor  the  manufacture  for  exporta- 
tion of  medicines,  preparations,  compositions, 
perfumery,  and  cosmetics,  or  which  provide  for 
an  allowance  or  drawback  on  cordials  and  other 
liquors  when  exported. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  farther  enacted,  That  from 
and  after  the  passage  ot  if  act,  iu  lieu  of  the 
duties  provided  in  the  act  referred  to  in  the  first 
section  of  this  act,  there  shall  be  levied,  colloctcd, 
and  paid  upon  all  cotton  produced  or  sold  and  re- 


main a lien  thereon  until  said  duty  shall  have 
boon  paid,  in  the  possession  of  any  person  whom- 
soever. And  further,  if  any  person  or  persons, 
corporation  or  association  of  persons,  remove, 
carry,  or  transport  ’be  same,  or  procure  any  other 
party  or  parties  i rctnovo,  carry,  or  transport 
the  same  troin  the  placo  of  its  production,  with 
the  iuletil  to  evade  tho  duty  tneieon,  or  to  de- 
fraud the  Government,  beforo  said  duty  shall  havo 
been  paid,  such  person  or  per-ona,  corporation,  j 
or  association  of  persons  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to 
tho  UnitedStates  double  tho  amount  of  said  duty, ! 
to  be  recovered  in  any  court  of  competent  juris-  1 
diction  : Provid'd.  That  a'l  cotton  sold  by  or  on 
account  of  tho  Goveruincnt  ot  tan  United  Stales 
shall  ho  tree  and  exempt  truni  duty  at  the  time  of 
and  after  the  sale  thereof,  un.l  the  ,amc  shall  be 
marked  free,  and  the  purchaser  furnished  with 
such  a bill  of  sale  as  shall  clearly  and  accurately 
describe  the  same,  which  shall  be  deemed  and  ta- 
kcu  to  bo  a permit  authorizing  the  sale  or  remov- 
al thereof. 

Sec.  5.  And  hr  it  further  enacted.  That  overy 
collector  to  whom  any  duty  upon  cotton  shall  be 
paid  shall  mark  the  hales,  or  rather  [other]  pack- 
ages, upon  which  tho  duty  shall  havo  been  paid, 
in  such  manner  as  may  clearly  indicate  the  pay- 
ment thereof,  and  shall  give  to  the  owner,  or 
other  person  having  eburgu  of  such  cotton,  a per- 
mit for  the  remov  al  of  tho  same,  stating  therein 
the  amount  and  payment  of  the  duty,  the  time 
and  placo  of  payment,  the  weight  and  marks  up- 
on the  bales  and  packages,  so  that  the  same  may 
bo  fully  identified.  Whenever  any  cotton,  tho 
product  ot  the  United  States,  shall  arrive  ot  any 
port  ot  the  United  States  from  any  State  in  in- 
surrection against  tne  Government,  the  assessor 
or  assistant  assossor,  under  the  act  referred  to  in 
the  first  section  of  this  act,  sball  immediately 
assess  the  taxes  due  thereon,  and  shall,  without 
delay,  return  tho  same  to  the  collector  or  deputy 
collector  ot  said  district,  and  tho  said  collector  or 
deputy  collector  shall  demand  of  the  owner  or 
oilier  person  having  charge  of  such  cotton  the  tax 
imposed  by  this  act,  and  assessed  thereon,  unless 
evidence  of  previous  paymont  of  said  tax  shall 
be  produced,  under  such  regulations  as  the  Com- 
missioner of  Internal  Revenue,  by  the  direction 
ot  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  shall  from  time 
to  time  prescribe  ; and  in  case  the  tax  so  assessed 
hall  not  he  paid  to  suoh  collector  within  thirty 
days  alter  demand  the  collector  or  deputy  collec- 
tor, as  aforesaid,  shall  institute  proceoainga  for 
the  recovery  of  tho  tax,  which  shall  be  a lieu  up- 
on said  cotton  from  tbe  time  when  said  assess- 
ment shall  be  made. 

bee.  0.  And  be  it  farther  enacted,  That,  from  and 
after  the  date  on  which  this  aet  takes  effect,  in 
computing  tbe  allowance  or  drawback  upon  arti- 
cles manufactured  exclusively  of  cotton  when  ex- 
ported, there  shall  bo  allowed,  in  addition  to  the 
three  per  centum  duty  which  shall  havo  been  paid 
on  such  articles,  a drawback  of  two  cents  per 
pound  upon  such  articles  in  all  cases  where  the 
duty  imposed  by  this  act  upon  the  cotton  used  in 
the  manufacture  thereof  shall  be  satisfactorily 
shown  to  have  been  previously  paid;  tho  amount 
of  said  drawback  to  be  ascertained  io  such  man- 
ner as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Commissioner  ol 
Internal  Revenue,  under  the  direction  of  the  Sec- 
retary of  tho  Treasury. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  from 
and  alter  the  passage  of  this  act,  in  addition  to 
the  duties  heretofore  imposed  by  law,  there  shall 
be  levied,  collected,  and  paid  on  spirits  distilled 
from  grain  or  other  materials,  whether  of  Amer- 
ican or  foreign  production,  imported  from  foreign 
countries  previous  to  the  first  day  of  July  next, 
of  first  proof,  a duty  of  forty  cents  on  each  anti 
every  gallon,  and  no  lower  rate  of  duty  shall  be 
levied  or  collected  than  upon  the  basis  of  first 
proof,  and  shall  bo  increased  in  proportion  for 
any  greater  strength  than  tho  strength  of  first 
proof  : autfcthat  upon  all  such  spirits  imported 
prior  to  the  passage  of  this  act  there  shall  be 
levied,  collected,  and  paid  an  additional  tax  ol 
forty  cents  per  gallon,  to-be  collected  under  the 
direction  and  according  to  regulations  established 
by  the  Socretary  of  the  Treasury. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  consuls 
of  foreign  countries  in  the  United  States,  who  a-c 
not  citizens  thereof,  shall  be,  and  hereby  are, 
exempt  from  any  income  tax  imposed  by  the  act 
referred  to  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  which 
may  be  derived  from  their  official  emoluments,  or 
from  property  in  such  countries  . Provided,  That 
tho  Governments  which  such  consuls  may  repre- 
sent shall  extend  similar  exemption  to  consuls  ol 
the  United  States. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  pro- 
visions of  the  act  entitled  “An  act  further  to 
provide  for  the  collection  of  duties  on  imports,” 
approved  March  second,  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  thirty-three,  now  in  force,  shall  bo  ta- 
ken and  deemed  as  extending  to  and  embracing 
all  laws  for  tho  collection  of  internal  duties, 
stamp  duties,  licenses,  or  taxcs^yrhich  havo  been 
ormry  bo  hereafter  enacted;  and  all  persous  du 
ly  authorized  to  assess,  receive,  ot  collect  such 
duties  or  taxes  under  such  laws,  aro  hereby  de- 
clared to  bo  and  to  havo  beon  “revenue  officers,” 
within  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  the  said 
act,  and  entitled  to  all  the  exemptions,  immu- 
nities, benefits,  rights,  and  privileges  therein 
enumerated  and  conferred.

Call  for  a Union  Convention. 

As  the  Union  Democratic  Party  is  made  up  of 
loyal  men  from  the  Bell,  Breokinridgo  and  Doug- 
las Parties,  and  had  its  origin  since  the  last 
National  Conventions,  and  as  it  has  never  by 
any  authoritative  convention  identified  itself

And  as  by  a recent  act  of  the  Legislature,  Ken- 
tucky Soldiers,  who  would  be  legal  voters  if  at 
home,  are  allowed  to  rote  in  the  Presidential 
election,  which  gives  theta  the  right  to  be  repre- 
sented in  tho  State  Convention, 

Therefore,  as  members  of  the  Union  Party,  who 
still  adhere  to  the  great  oentral  idea  of  a restora- 
tion of  the  Union,  and  supremacy  of  the  United 
States  Constitution  and  Laws  over  the  rebel 
States,  and  for  the  most  efficient  means  and  rigor- 
ous prosecution  of  the  war,  until  the  rebellion

It  is  the  very  fewest  of  men  that 
can  he  a true,  good  soldier,  and  a prudent, 
wise  statesman  at  the  same  time  Assuming 
to  be  so,  is  the  rock  on  which  has  foundered 
some  of  our  best  military  men;  and  we  fear 
that  Col.  Wolford  will  have  (o  be  numbered 
with  the  number.  But,  lie  may  retrieve 
himself,  if  he  will  eschew  every  thing  hut  his 
duty — his  whole  duty  as  a military  man, 
until  the  rebellion  and  insurrection  is  crush 
ed.  Then  let  him  retire  to  the  civil  walks 
of  life,  study  political  economy;  and  the  peo 
pie  of  hi*  day,  and  posterity,  may  honor  him 
as  a hero,  and  as  a sage.

I thank  God,  we  have  at  length  a paper  in  this 
State — that  is  willing  to  be  loyal,  without  eternal 
abuse  of  the  General  Government  and  its  acta;

whole  country  upon  us,  are  paramount  to  the 
claim . of  any  particular  part;  willing  in  good 
earnest,  to  aid  in  saving  our  National  existence 
and  perpetuating  our  national  unity,  indepen- 
dence and  glory.

They  areinno 
cent,  according  to  their  declarations, — very 
innocent  of  all  disloyal  thought  ; — indeed, 
like  the  traitors  above  named, — 

“If  their  purgation  did  oonsist  in  words. 

Theay  are  as  innocent  as  grace  itself.*' 

But  their  course  can  have  but  one  result; 
and  that  will  be,  if  they  succeed  in  their 
aims,  to  inaugurate  in  Kentucky  all  the  hor- 
rors of  an  internecine  wlrile,  far  more  de- 
vastating and  desolating  than  has  swept 
over  Virginia,  Missouri  and  Tennessee.

Fellow  Citizfns  : 

In  vtew  of  the  disturbance  of  the  popular 
mind,  produced  by  the  enrollment  of  slaves 
for  the  army,  in  Kentucky,  it  is  deemed  pru- 
dent to  make  the  following  suggestions,  for 
the  benefit  and  guidance  of  the  loyal  people 
oi  Kentucky 

Your  indignation  should  not  move  you  to 
commit  acts  of  violence,  nor  to  unlawful  re- 
sistance 

Standing  as  we  have  stood,  and  will  ever 
stand,  “for  the  Constitution,  the  Union,  and 
the  enforcement  of  the  laws,"  we  must 
quell  the  efforts  of  rebellion  to  overthrow 
our  Government,  by  our  gallant  soldiers  in 
the  field,  and  meet  and  correct  unjust  or 
unconstitutional  legislation  by  legitimate 
appeals  to  the  constituted  tribunals  of  the 
Government;  and  through  the  ballot  box,  dis- 
place, in  the  constituted  modes,  those  who 
pervert  or  abuse  the  trusts  committed  to 
them.  This  is  the  only  true  mode  of  main- 
taining “the  Constitution,  the  Union,  and 
enforcement  of  the  laws  ' 

The  mere  act  of  enrolling  the  names  of 
slaves,  does  not  affect  any  right  of  the  citi- 
zen. No  draft  has  been  ordered,  nor  do  we 
know  that  a draft  will  be  ordered  It  may 
or  it  may  not. 

We  should  abide  by  and  maintain  the 
law;  and  pursue,  iti  the  modes  provided,

over  to  the  civil  magistrate  for  trial,  when 
officially  advised  ol  the  facts,  the  Executive 
of  the  State  will  prefer  charges  and  demand 
a court  martial. 

Iu  the  Union,  under  the  Constitution,  and 
in  accordance  with  law.  assert  and  urge 
your  rights 

It  is  our  duly  lo  obey  the  law  until  it  is 
declared,  by  j udicial  decision,  to  he  uncon- 
stitutional The  citizen  whose  property  mav 
be  taken  under  it,  for  public  use,  will  he 
entitled,  under  the  imperative  mandate  of 
the  Constitution,  to  a just  compensation  lor 
his  private  properly  so  taken  for  public  use. 
Although  the  present  Congress  may  not  do  us 
justice . yet  it  is  safe  to  rely  upon  the  juslice 
of  (lie  American  people;  and  an  appeal  to 
them  will  not  he  unheeded  or  unanswered 
Peace  restored,  and  the  unity  of  our  Govern 
mqnt  preserved,  will  drive  to  ignoininous 
distance  those  who  in  the  agony  of  our  con 
flict  perverted  their  sacred  trusts  to  the  base 
uses  of  partizan  ends  and  fanatical  purposes. 

Uphold  and  maintain  vonr  Government  as 
constituted,  and  obey  and  enforce  its  just 
demands,  as  the  only  hope  of  perpetuating 
free  institutions.

Taking  up  Bulbs. — A correspondent,  says 
the  Horticultural  editor  of  the  Iowa  Home- 
stead, asks  for  information  about  bulbs, 
whether  it  is  absolutely  necessary  to  take  up, 
every  year,  tulips,  hyacinths,  crocus,  gladio- 
lus, communis  and  other  hardy  bulbs. 

If  for  mere  display,  that  is  for  private  gar- 
dens, it  is  not  necessary.  For  those  who 
raise  to  sell  it  is  best,  as  by  so  doing  they  are 
enabled  to  have  thoir  bulbs  iu  a better  state 
for  shipment,  besides,  that  they  propagate 
finer  individual  bulbs  by  so  doing.  The 
usual  way  for  this  purpose  is,  to  take  up  as 
soon  in  the  summer  as  the  foliage  dies  down  ; 
dry  the  bulbs  somewhat,  and  then  preserve 
them  in  bags  or  something  similar  until  the 
fall,  which  is  the  time  for  planting  The 
largest  are  usually  selected  for  sale,  while 
the  small  are  transplanted  for  next  year’s 
crop.  Much  larger  bulbs  will  be  got  this 
way  than  to  let  them  occupy  the  same  place 
without  removing 

For  private  gardens  they  may  be  left  for 
two  or  three  years  without  removal,  and  will 
generally  be  more  satisfactory  after  than  the 
first  year ; because  the  bulbs  will  have  multi- 
plied and  each  bunch  send  up  several  flowers, 
instead  of  singly,  as  will  be  the  case  with 
those  the  first  year.  -So  far  as  each  individ- 
ual flower  is  concerned  they  will  not  be  so 
fine  perhaps,  but  as  effect  of  the  whole  i»  of 
mare  importance,  this  is  generally  overlook- 
ed. Except  planted  a large  distance  apart 
it  will  bs  advantageous  to  replant,  at  least 
every  three  years,  or  they  will  get  too  thick 
aud  grow  up  too  near  the  top  ot  the  soil 

Those  who  delight  in  the  fine  display  of 
spring  bulbs,  should  not  spare  the  manure, 
which  should  be  quite  rotten  aud  well  cor- 
porated  with  the  soil  A soil  approaching  a 
sandy  nature  is  the  best,  and  when  sand  is 
lacking  naturally,  some  river  or  other  sand 
may  be  added  with  beneficial  results.
